Washington, April 18.—Generals A. 
R. Chaffee aud 
A. R. Arnold, Dr. 
Huidekoper aud Captain Williams of 
the commissary department were before 
the \\ ade court of inquiry yesterday. 
(Jenera] Chaffee said that while he con* 
si dared the refrigerator beef supplied to 
the army at Santiago wholesome, the 
officers and men of his command refused 
generally to eat it. 
He attributed this 
largely to the fact that most of them 
were rick. 
Dr. Hui*h koper said the 
canned beef wan generally of poor qual­ 
ity. 
Captain Williams told of the con­ 
demnation of the bead on board the 
transport Panama. 
General Arnold’s 
testimony dealt with the beef supplied 
at Jacksonville, which was. he said gen­ 
erally wholesome, 
Mends*rs of the court express confi­ 
dence of being able to conclude the tak­ 
ing of testimony by the early part of 
next week. 
There wilt not be much de­ 
lay after that in the presentation of the 
report. 
Dr. Rush L. Huidekoper, of General 
Brooke's staff, as chief medical officer 
in Port*) Rico, said he had insp<«ct<d 
nearly all of the troop* in Porto IUoo, 
looking into kitchens and talking with 
the cooks. 
Some of the calmed beef 
was spoiled and much of it was of an 
apparently poor quality, 
He considered 
the meat wholesome as a rule. 
The re- 
frigerated be* f would keep only from 
two to eight hours. 
He saw it often, 
and found that it soon decomposed on 
the surfer. *. Dr. Huidekoper said it had 
never occurred to him'that the refriger- 
ated beef had been subjected to chemi­ 
cal treatment, yet for 15 years he had 
been aware that chemicals ha*I bren 
used bulb in tin* Unit* d Stale** and Bu- 
Tope in preserving the surface of fresh 
meats aid tliat the use of such pre [©ra­ 
tion# was sanctioned by foreign govern­ 
ments. 
He knew that saltpeter and. in 
some cases, fluid preparations were used. 
Dr. Huidekoper said that he thought 
the can ued roast beet had on Iv been 
boiled before being put up and beef ex­ 
tract mu it* fri ta it, and said he had ex­ 
pressed surprise that the firms porting 
it ap would risk their reputations on 
such a product. 
If the grade were good, 
he thought canned boof would be a use­ 
ful part of the ration. 
In reply to Ma­ 
jor Lee he said that formable had been 
found to be a good preservative in the 
bisecting room, aud be supposed it woald 
serve the same purpose in preserving 
beef. 
Captain William B. William*, who 
wa** quartermaster on the transport 
Panama conveying convalescents from 
Porto Rico to the north, said tliat it had 
been necessary to throw overboard all 
the refrigerated beef, about 4,000 pounds, 
two days out from Ponce. The beef had 
been loaded into the icebox at Ponce 
when the box wa* warm and when only 
one ton of ic© could be secured for it. 
The next day eight tons of ice were se­ 
cured. 
It did not, however, {Move suf 
Anent to keep the meat and the odor 
became so distressing that it was uecea 
eary to order a survey aud have the re­ 
frigerator meat disposed of. The canned 
beef, amounting to 1,000 cans, also 
* [shied and was condemned. 
This was 
the trip referred to by Dr. Daly rn his 
testimony. 
He (\\ ii Hums) was in com­ 
mand of the expedition.

Philadelphia, April 18.—Senator Quay 
gained a particular advantage yester­ 
day by the apparent refusal of Judge 
Biddle, for the present at lea*!, to ad­ 
mit as evidence against him the famous 
“red b(*ok,’’ which has figured so prom­ 
inently in the trial, and which is alleged 
I to contain the key to the case of the 
: commonwealth. 
This book was found 
^ in the desk of Cashier Hopkins of the 
' People*’ bauk after that institution had 
closed its door and that individual had 
taken hi* own life. 
It is an ordinary 
daybook about 13 inches long and 8 
inches wide, with about 300 pages. 
Twelve pages are devoted to what the 
prosecution charge* as Hopkins’ record 
of his transactions in money deposited 
by the state* treasurer for the advantage 
of Quay. 
It contains entries extending over 
many years and figures which apparent­ 
ly are the calculations on a sum approx­ 
imal ing the state deposit less certain de­ 
ductions. for the benefit of Senator 
Quay. 
These figures, the prosecution 
alleges, were “posted” from the red 
book to the regular ledger of the bank 
containing Senator Quay’s account. 
In

missibility of the Red Book, Judge Bid­ 
dle said:

Believe the Situation In Samoa 
\ fold to Cool Treatment. 
Washington, 
April 13.—The acute 
situation in Sainca at first gave rise to 
grave apprehension among officials in 
W ashington, but the conclusion wan 
reached late yesterday that the situation 
is oik.* that will yield to sensible and cool 
treatment, if all the [arrie* to the Ber 
Un treaty are sincere in an effort to pre­ 
vent further trouble. 
As put by a cab­ 
inet officer, the killing of the sailors has 
not materially changed the general 
problem, though it has undoubtedly 
added to the difficulty of dealing with 
the specific situation. 
The only official 
news received touching the last'incident 
was contained rn Admiral Kautz’s cable­ 
gram. 
The secretary said that no addi­ 
tional instructions were to be sent bv 
him to the admiral. 
The secretary of state, however, Kaa 
be*m told that he is af Uberty to forward 
any instruction to the admiral that he 
may deem necessary, but that if he con­ 
cludes to do so he must act immediately, 
as the mail steamer leaves the nearest 
cable point for Apia today, 
The Phila­ 
delphia was shorthanded for officers be­ 
fore the loss of Lieutenant Lansdale and 
Ensign Monaghan, and the department 
promptly sent 
telegraphic orders to 
Mare island to dispatch some officers to 
recruit tho force. 
Lieutenant Scheutz 
goes out as executive officer with Lieu 
tenant W. S. Huge*, Lieutenant Scho­ 
field 
aud 
Lieutenant 
Hetherington. 
Surgeon Steel is ordered from the New 
York navy yard to the Philadelphia.

of these officers arc expected to take the 
mail steamer of the 19th inst., for Apia. 
The diplomatic negotiations of yester­ 
day were not directed particularly to 
the encounter, as the official informa­ 
tion is too meager thus far to warrant 
positive official action. 
There were 
many inquiries, however, and the state 
department and tho British aud Ger­ 
man embassies exchanged such advices 
as they had on the subject. 
In the 
main the diplomatic negotiations con­ 
tinued to center around the high com­ 
mission. 
On this subject a breach is 
gradually opening between Great Brit­ 
ain aud Germany because of the refusal 
of Great Britain to have the commission 
leave San Francisco on the 19th.

About 30 prominent Spaniards, in and 
out of Havana, were called into confer­ 
ence, and the ann* xation of Cuba to the 
I ai ted States is the unanimous desire 
of these gentlemen, although no refer­ 
ence is made to this in their general ad- 
dress to the Spaniards in Cuba, as thev I 
regard it inexpedient to agitate tho 
question just now. 
At an opportune time the subject will 
be taken up and vigorously advocated, 
i'he address of the new purty, which is 
signed by Marquis de Rabell, is entirely 
devoid of political references and simply 
announces the fact of organization and 
the election of officers, all of whom are 
prominent men.

and protect property of Calla, to which 
tho members of tho purty tiro 1 'bound by 
the most sacred ties’’ and it earnestly 
advise» all Spaniards to aet nobly to­ 
gether in upholding the honor, dignity 
and traditions of Spaiu.
